the world today, wield sucli almighty 
influence that the succeeding genera- 
lions will look to them OK models, but 
we must remember, as well, the fact 
that each one of us Is a force In the 
world nnd In the place where we 
live, that our Influence ix going to 
multiply for good or for laid as the 
years roll on.

afternoon to lie a painter I wish I 
might paint for ymi a picture which 
wai presented to me hy a text of 
wrlpliiro In the Acti of th*1 Apostles, 
24th chapter and 24th »ersc: And 
lifter certain days, when Jelix came 
with his wife, JJriiHillu, u ho was n 
Jfvvesi, he sent lor Paul, and heard 
him concoining the faith in Christ.

only of the passions in one direction, 
hut In all directions, and then to 
preuch upon judgment to come—don't 
forget it. 


Men, there is a theme we need to

Sometimes when jou and X get dis- 
couraged, when we seem to see the 
wrong triumph and the right crushed 
—you reuiembei that quotation given 
tho other day in our meeting about 
"liigbt forever on the scaffold and 


something for the uplifting of man- 
kind the less I have taken interest in 
the theological lialr-splitting? of our 
day and generation, "or do I have 
much confidence in the building of 
castles In the air of beautiful char- 
acters that will some day be revealed 
Iu men. I am intensely interested 
and influenced by the principle that 
come down into men's lives, clothed 
in the human flesh, walking up and 
down this world making the world 
tetter because we have lived In It. 
Men, there Is nothing In all the 
world so important in any community 
as the righteous man; the men who 
live right in every relation. There 
is no devil so dark as that devil of 
lust that diws as Felix does. There is 
no scrpnt whose sling is more veno- 
mous than the man who liven in the 
community who desires to gratify 
himself and pieys upon his fellows, 
either as he creeps with his silmy 
trend into a home and takes to his 
bosom the loved ones and ruins them ; 
the same principle applies in gruep- 


wrong forever ou the throne"—hut lie- I ing after that which really belongs to

hla neighbor, and takes from them 
the chance to live the life as Ood 
would have them live In His good 
free air.

oppose. Here has his opportunity to 
make himself good. 


The Apostle Paul rises above either 


of these situations; ho 
n cognizes 


there Is a something beyond mere 
Blfallx of his own cause and go lie 
liegan to reason with the ruler. He 
did not preach upon the love of tiod ; 
lie did not take for his text "God 
HO loved the world, that he g.ive His 
only begotten son, that all nho be- 
lieve on him should not polish, but 
have everlastng life;" he did not do 
that. There are times when t hat text 
Is very appropntte, but the fact of the 
matter Is, that men have heard no 
much of love that they are love sick. 
There are 
thousands of men and 


women today who are unwlllug to re- 
<<ognize the fact that while Hod Is a 
God of love, He is aim a God of jus- 
tice; so the apostle began to reason 
upon rlghleoinnem, rlghteousnet*. 


The kingdom ol God Is not meat 


and drink, but righteousness. Men 
have been persuaded to sepamtc the 
church from the common lift of the 
people. 
I stand here In the presence 


ol a number of men with all of us 
on the journey toward the grave, and 
from the beginning rf this ble.Hsed old 
Jtook to the but verge thereof, until

Kighteougnem Is the fundamental rock 
of the whole theme. If you and I 
are thinking about confirmation, bap- 
tism, church membership and all that 
tort of thing, independent of that 
great proof, you and I are going to 
fall utterly.

with flashing eye. bis bands bound 
by chains, proclaims that wonderful 
sermon of bis, of righteousness, tem- 
perance and judgment and old Felix 
listens spellbound by the eloquence or 
the preacher. He begins to sbake as 
Ills own conscience is stirred ; the very 
scut upon which he sits begins to 
move. At last he cries out, "Paul, 
Paul, stop it, I have heard enough. 
Oo thy way at some more convenient 
season 1 will take the matter up." 


You hear tho clank, clunk of the 


chains as the apostle disappears to 
his cell. Felix has made his choice. 
Qod gives every man a choice. If 
any man here ever is lost, it is not 
because God did not 
give you a 


chance, but the fact of the matter is 
you wouldn't take the chance you 
had. There isn't a man in tills audi- 
ence this afternoon, but if you will 
slop and look back over your boyhood 
days but can recall the moments In 
life when you had the chance as far 
as the world is concerned for position. 
Many a man thin afternoon remem- 
bers the time in life when he had the 
chance for some investment, that In- 
vestment would have multiplied and 
might have made him a rich man; 
be had the chance but he would not 
take It. So with every one of us, we 
each one of us have the chance. 


Ood gave Felix the chance when 


Paul preached unto him righteous- 
ness, temperance and Judgment to 
come. I want to say to you as we 
come near the close of this series of 
meetings that there hasn't been anv 
speaker within the walls of this 
church but that has had a message, 
It may be In different language. 


There Isn't a man of j*u (you may 


not have agreed with all that has 
been said) but what recognizes the 
fact that back of it all, and through 
It all, there has been one great foun- 
dation, truth.

For that one purpose did the 
Son of Ood die, that you might know

She bad a wonderful 
faculty for captivating their atten- 
tion, their respect and their conll- 
deiu«; and her method was simply 
that of unaffected friendliness and 
comprehension. 
Myrs Kelly 
was 


born In Dublin, Ireland, the daughter 
of Dr. James E. and Annie Marrogb 
Kelly; as a child she was educated In 
New York city schools, awl she felt 
thu! her preparation Imd been uusuf- 
detent when «he took her examina- 
tion for the work, and was surprised 
when she was given her appointment. 
Beginning In a big polyglot school 
cast of the Bowery, she became later 
airltlc tutoher In the Speyer school 
of Ihe teachers' college of Columbia 
University. In 1SOB she married Al- 
lan MacNaughlon. Her hooks were 
"Little Citwens," "Isle of Dieaim' 
and "Waids of Liberty," full of hu- 
ram and abounding In significance for 
the country of the people.

A HISTORY OF 


RADCLJFFE STREET 


Mr. Editor: Sometime ago I intl 


mated to you that I would write up 
an article for your paper in regard lo 
the history of KadcllfTe street, Bristol. 
I had not forgotten my promise, but 
was just waiting to gather some data 
that would make the article more iu 
teresting to your readers. 


My subject therefore is Radcliffe 
street, away back in the Fifties and 
will first take the raist side. If I suc- 
ceed In this my flrct attempt at liter- 
ary work I will in my next give 
you what know about tbe west side. 


Near tbe Hollow Bridge, so called. 


there stands just south of the antique 
structure an unpreten toils little dwell- 
ing not very large In any degree. In 
this little dwelling lived one Alexan- 
der Condy, a good citizen of our town, 
who taught school In the winter season 
and when there was any work tolled 
in the ship yard just adjacent. Mr. 
Condy was a calker by trade and fol- 
lowed this occupation when there was 
any work in this yard. In the larger 
one of the row of brick bouses lived 
one Charles Thompson, who owned 
" ' property and carried on the busl- 


for a (ime. 


There came however, two people 


under the firm name of Ris<ey A 
Wright, who built two vessels of good 
size named the "William H. White" 
und "Nathan Tyler.". 


By the way. a number of our citi- 
zens were holders of vessel stock which 
proved to be a good Investment on ac- 
count of the coul trade to and 
from 


our town. The writer worked In this 
yard at tbe literal pay of Hfty cents 
>or day, and boarded himself, attemp- 
ing to learn the trade Just think of 
t, and compare It with the present, 
with beef at 28 to 30 cents a pound. 


Adjoining this property, what is 


now called the Worrell property, there 
iived General William Montgomery, a 
retired army officer,- with his family 
ogelher with Thomas ami Williai 
Yood. General Montgomery was 
rentleniun of the old school, sbowin 
ils military training.

nd frequently conducted these exer- 
ses. Mr. Page was here for some

ible as well as a staunch advocate 


of Temperance. 


There were no bouses from this spot 
to Walnut street, wheie we find a 
building now occupied by the Order 
of Elks, originally called the Beaver 
Meadow House, kept as a boarding 
house by a Mrs. Crooks. 
Let me say that from this point to 
tbe Laing property, outside the bor- 
ough limits, there was a string of 
wharves upon which were stored thou- 
sands of tons of coal which came to 
Bristol via tbe canal and was unloaded 
from boats carrying from 75 to flu tons 
and then re-loaded on vessels for east- 
ern points. This required a vast a- 
mouut of manual labor and conse- 
quently gave employment to a large 
class, who kept up these boarding 
houses. 
This industry did much to 
build up u business for Bristol and 
added to the thriving prosperity of 
the town at that time. Other facili- 
ties having devekiped tbe coal indus- 
try In a wholesale sense Is a thing of 
the past In the history of Bristol. 


Adjoining lots wltb tbe Elks prop- 
erty is tbe residence of Ernest Law- 
rence, which is of a more recent ori- 
gin. 


We come to a brick dwelling where- 


in Jesse W. Knight now resides form- 
erly occupied by W. B. Baker, but 
at tbe time of my story wa* the resi- 
dence of Captain Lloyd B. Newell. 
Mr. Newell,waa a retired Navy Officer 
and lived with us lor a number ol 
years. A Commodore Shaw also made 
his home with him. It wa* also oc- 
cupied by William B. Dickinson a 
prominent lawyer In hi* day. 
Next we find on the site of the new 


bouse of the Johnson family, two or 
three dwellings owned by one Benja- 
min Brown, who waa a respected re- 
sident of our town. William Tabram 
lived on this property and carried on 
a business of dealer In rag*, lion aud 
second hand article* In general and 
did a good business. In tbe small 
house standing back from tbe street 
there lived a Ml. Harlan and family, 


Tbe lane dwelling now occupied by 


Or, Frank Lehman was built by a 
John Magoffln, who with bis Wife, 
lived there for a number of mans. Tbe 
bouse I* probably tbe best built boose 
of its kind In tne town and U Is said 
that Mr. Magofflo fuperiiibjwM tbe 


iad through economy saved quite a 
urn of money In the way of gold, 
here being a piemlum on the same 
during the war. It was bis custom to 
consult a friend as to what it was sell- 
ing for; when one day be finally sold 
it and received! iu exchange green- 
baeks for the same; audit is said 
that be had such confidence in our 
bunk that he exchanged the green- 
backs for our bunk's issue of notes, 
never dreaming that if the government 
went up, the bank notes would be 
no good. 


Where Tom Scott now lives there 
lived a familfy by the name of Vez- 
in for quite a time and « 
afterward 


occupied by a Mr*. Frally and also 
A. L. Packer. 


The two brick- houses next adjohi- 
ing were not built until quite recent- 
ly as well as the building of the Bris- 
tol Trust Company, this being erected 
but a short time back, as it is com- 
posed in its board of officers of some 
of our beat citizens there Is no reason 
why it should not succeed in its mis- 
sion and thereby benefit its stockhold- 
ers and the community in gcuerul. 
There stood on the site of this a large 
mansion where John Dorrance arid 
family once resided for quite a season 
and was afterward used later on by 
William Fabian as u furniture and 
house furnishing store. 


John DoriBuce was an old resident 


of our towL and had large business 
interests, was a senior member of the 
firm of Dorrance & Knight also Dor- 
rauce & Dorou who managed the old 
mill for many years. He was inter- 
ested iu the railroad and other enter- 
£ rises, was respected by all who knew 


im and built tbe mansion now occu- 


pied by G. M. Dormnce. He 
was a 


member of St. James Church and one 
of its regular communicants. He llv« 
here and passed away at u good ok 
age well liked and respected by hii 
fellowmen. 


WBere the post office now stands 
was a building occupied by a number 
ol persons in different kinds of busi- 
ness, the upper story being used as a 
public ball for various purposes. 


We now come to what was the term- 
inus of the Philadelphia & Treutoi 
Railroad Company where trains were 
run from Ticnton and New York am: 
thence by boat to Philadelphia. This 
business was carried on prior to 1850 
and I clearly recall the trains going 
and coming down Market street when 
I was but f small boy. Tbe boat 
would come to Bristol from Borden 
town and there wait for the train and 
take tbe pascsengero to Philadelphia. 
When quite a boy I sold the, Phila- 
delphia newspapers to passengers from 
Bordentown and Trenton and 
BOITIO 


mornings would sell from 30 to 50 
papers whilst the passengers were 
being transferred. I,think there was 
only one train a day from Trenton and 
>nly two Irom New York in the earlv 
part of itaexistencein our town, Afte'l 
a time this business was transferred 
toTacony; then again to Kensington 
aud finally to Broad street. What a 
contrast between now and the begin- 
ning of 1850. 1'he old depot was used 
during the war as a storehouse for hay 
aud straw, wberein hundreds of tons 
were baled and shipped to the front 
for our army. The building was later 
on demolished. 


The two or three frame buildings 


adjoining were occupied by different 
xrsons during his time. 
The one 


:hat I can recall now was a carpenter 
named Harrison Brelsford. 
He v* 


also a ferryman in the winter time 
when the ferry bout was laid up. 
Christopher 
O'Reilly once bad a 


newspaper agency in one of these 
louses. This brings us to that old 
Hostelry, the Delaware House, (before 
the days of railroading it was Bes- 
sonett's Hotel.) It lias been a land- 


irk for many years whilst not now 


laving its original appearance, but 
>eing considerably changed by paint- 
ng, etc., yet it has a history that be- 
ongs to our ancient town that is 
worth thinking over. As I have said 
t waa originally called Beesooett's 
lotel, being kept by a man of that 
name. It was here where passengers 
vho were fatigued with the tedious 
ourney from Philadelphia to New 
York—(for it took, sixty years ago, 
:wo days to get there in a lumbering 
>id stage coach and you bad to pay 
our dollars fcr tbe pleasure) stopped 
o rest over night and also to change 
lorses. I recall an incident written 


our townsman, William Kinscy, 


wberein he stated that there was a 
ivalry In regard to carrying tbe 
uuil between this man, 'Bewionett 
and a Mr. Reeside, •which created an 
ippositlon line and handbills were 
touted throughout the, town by the 
3ppot.ition: 


Unparalleled speed. 
Philadelphia to New York in two 
days. 


Comfort and safety assurred. 
Fare, four dollars. 
Just think oT it when now in 1910 
•ou can travel from Philadelphia to 
?ew York on some trains in about 90 
minutes. What a contrast, surely we 
Americans are progressive and hard 
o beat. This hotel was kept later on 
by Lewis F. Pratt and others. 


Gas was introduced In our town In 
be fifties and I helped to introduce 
t in many of the bouses on Radcliffe 
treet as a plumber's helper. The 
was established under the supcr- 


•islon of W. M. Goodwin and was 
uccessfully managed and is now 
'Wiied by the Bristol Gas Light Com- 
pany. 


Now let me say that the residents 
f Radcliffe street as I have spoken of 
bem were people of sterling Integ- 
Ity, well thought of and held a firm 
lold on our community as being good 
Itlzens. I know whereof I speak, 
or I had business relations with them 
nd came In contact with them. It 
ras a pleasure to cater to tbem. 
Now, Mr. Editor, I have arrived at 
the top of tbe Mill street hill with 
my history. Tbe moat of it in from 
memory as I recall it. Possibly it 
nay not be worth your trouble to 
ubllsh It, but If It is of any good, 
all right. I nope it may interest 
someone who can recall what I nave
